.WASHINGTON, April 6.—A truce be 


tween the Democrats and' Republicans 
was for a time declared today when un- 
der suspension of the rules, the house 
took up for consideration and -passed the 
Sterling employers' liability bill. Th 
Democrats broke out into loud applause 
and handclapping when, the reading of 
the measure had been concluded. 


Mr. Sterling, Illinois, explained the 


provisions of the bill, the main features 
of which have been published. Mr. Ster- 
ling stated that the bill would be appli- 
cable to intornrban car lines between 
states and street car lines in the terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia. The 
Democrats applauded Mr. Henry, Texas, 
when he said the bill was a meritorious 
and constitutional one and that not a 
Democratic vote 
would 
be 
recorded 


against it. 


In the opinion of Mr. Littlefield, tho 


section of the bill relating to actions at 
law- in cases of contributory negligence 
was an innovation on existing laws. He 
delivered an argument in support of his 
contention and declared that the bill was 
open to tho same objection that was 
against tho act declared unconstitution- 
al by tho supreme court of the United 
States. 


Favor Financial Commission. 


Representative Hill of Connecticut, a 


member of the committee on currency, 
told President Roosevelt today that lie 
>ad made a careful poll of the house and 
found that a majority of its members 
were in favor of a financial commission 
to consider the financial question in all 
its aspects between now and the time 
for tho convening of the next congress. 


Mr. Hill said that the sentiment was 


Bot general in favor of any particular 
measure, but that something on the or- 
der of tho Levering bill was preferred. 
This bill provides for ti commission con- 
fuating of six senators, six representa- 
tives and six persons selected by the 
president.

There were many 
women and children in faded and ragged 
garments, said to be the wives and littlo 
ones of drunkards, in the long parade 
of 1,000 women 
and 
3,000 
children. 


Students of the high school and all tho 
junior schools were in the ranks of the 
paradcrs. 


"Vote yes," "Protect us from the sa- 


loons," "save the boys," and liko mot- 
toes were displayed. The children'en 
tercd enthusiastically into the spirit of 
the occasion and their cheers were con- 
stant as they marched through the bus- 
iness district. All day tomorrow women 
and children will serve hot coffee and 
sandwiches to the men at tho polls. Ev- 
ery one of the 
fourteen precincts 
in 


Bloomington will have a corps of women 
by whom every man who votes will be 
tendered a cup of coffee and a. roll. 
In- 


cidentally the workers will earnestly ask 
each man to vote "dry.'1 At every poll 
ing place there will, it is announced, be 
wives and children of drunkards lending 
their presence as a mute appeal. Both 
sides today declared the fight won.

Cleveland Will Give Seven Tickets for a 


Quarter. 


CLEVELAND, 0., April fi,—Cleveland 


will not get a 3-cont fare when the long 
waged street car war comes to an end 
this week. 


It is said that a. settlement will be 


reached on Tuesday by which the Cleve- 
land Hlcctric lines and the existing 3- 
cr-nt fare lines will be merged under a 
holding company which will lease all the 
lines and combine them into one of the 
best, railway systems in the world. 


But the rate of fare will hardly bo at' 


present better than seven tickets for a

Go Into Chicago and Overbid Dealers 


There—Prices in East Practically Pro- 
hibitive to Half the Population—Ra- 


cine People Eat Better Meat Than 


Any in Country. 


Coupled to the fact that many have 


been unemployed during the winter con- 
siderable bitterness has been entailed by 
the fact that the prices of meat which 
have been steadily rising for the past 
two months still maintain their unpre- 
cedented stand and according 
to 
the 


prognostications of meat dealers, there 
will be no.relief from the situation .for 
at least another month or six weeks, 
Racine, however, has been more fortu- 
nate than many other cities in the coun- 
try, where the prices have 
bounded 


steadily upward until reaching a scale 
considerably higher than has ever been 
charged in this city. 


The house wife visiting market con 


never be perfectly sure of the price she 
will have to pay for her daily piece of 
meat, there being every likelihood that 
an increase will be recorded since her 
last purchase. 


Porterhouse steaks are now sold at 20 


and 22 cents per pound, an increase of 
several cents over the point where they 
sold at the beginning of winter. Sirloins 
have taken a corresponding leap and are 
sold at 18 cents per pound. Eound steak 
and other cheaper portions 
have 
also 


been raised. 


All Prices Go Up. 


The increase in the price of beef at- 


tributed to the scarcity of live stock has 
resulted in a greatly increased demand 
for pork, mutton, fowl and other edibles. 
As a result, these have increased in price 
at a rate second only to beef. 
Mutton 


is sold at about 18 cents per pound, 
spring lamb not yet having reached the 
markets. 
Pork chops are now a table 


delicacy, placed almost in the fabled list 
of nightingale's tongues, bird's nest soup 
and other oriental dainties, about which 
jiuch has been written. Pork chops re- 
tail in Racine at a little better than 
15 cents per pound. There are scarcely 
my pork tenderloins en the market, the 
:e\v that arrive, being eagerly purchased 
at 30 cents a pound. 


Scarcity of Stock 'Declared. 


A talk with the local representative of 


one of the principal packers revealed the 
fact that it waa problematical just how 
ong the high prices would be maintain- 
'd. "Any opinion offered" he declared, 
'will be only a guess." He stated that 
during the money stringency early in 
the year, many of the 
fanners 
were 


lard pressed for cash capital and as a. 
consequence rushed many of the cattle 
and hogs to the market in January, re- 
reiving a low figure and causing unusual- 
y low prices 'at that time. As a result, 
,hat supply being largely used, there is 
now a great scarcity, and until the first 


f the grass fattened cattle is put on the 
narket about the middle of May, there 
s no likelihood of the situation getting 
liny better. There arc no com fed cattle 


the farms and ranches to speak of 


ind those, that the farmers have arc be- 
ng held back and shipped gradually in 
ii-der to maintain the high prices now 
irevailing. 


Buy Over Chicagoans' Heads. 


A circumstance largely responsible for 
aising the price of meats the last few 
days through the middle west has been 
the appearance of dealers from 
New 


York city and other 'eastern centers in. 
the Chicago market, representatives, of 
these dealers have 'visited 
the 
stock 


yards during the past week and pur- 
chased the small shipments of cattle and 
hogs, right over the heads of Chicago 
packers. As a result, the western deal- 
ers have had to offer an extra price and 
this extra price is now being repaid by 
the Racine and other western consumers. 


Want the Best Cuts. 


Despite the increased price, it is, said, 


however, that the consumption of meat 
in Racine has not fallen off to any great 
extent, nor even have 
the 
residents 


turned to buying cheaper grades of meat. 
In this connection, it is interesting to 
note the expression of an expert whole- 
sale meat dealer, who in the course of 
his experience has sold meat in nearly 
every city of importance in the country. 
That is, that the people of Racine eat 
better and more, expensive meat than 
any other city in th,e country. That is, 
a large proportion of the people cat meat 
daily, and purchase tho beat steaks and 
pieces of meat that can be obtained. 


There is practically no demand here at 


the beef, nearly 'all of. the residents, re- 
gardless "of station in life, buying, the 
best meat, the market affords. 


Far Higher- in. New York. 


NEW YORK,. April 6.—Retailers have 


again put up all meat prices from % to 
5 cents a1 pound a'nd when the housewife 
goes to the market today she will find 
the new scale of prices in effect. Porter- 
house steaks that have heretofore been 
30 cents a. pound will be 35 cents and 
sirloins that have been 28 will be 30 
cents. 
Kound steaks that could have 


been bought for 22 cents a • pound last 
week will be 23 cents. 


• Mutton will remain the same, while 
spring lamb is to be found in the mar- 
kets in small quantities at 35 cents a 
pound for the'rib chops, and'30 cents a 
pound for the breast for roasting pur- 
poses. 


Pork has taken a tremendous jump 


since the meat prices began to rise ten 
days ago, and chops are now bringing 18 
cents a pound. There are scarcely any 
pork tenderloins in the market while 
roasting pork is bringing 16 to 18 cents 
a pound. 


Tho. export of cattle is practically at 


a standstill. 
Where there were hereto- 


fore thousands of cattle sent abroad at 
this season of the year, the ships are 
going across practically empty of 
class of freight.

several pots of these flowers, began to 
feel somewhat faint. Two hours later, 
after she had gone home, she fell into 
a deep sleep. Her doctor stated that 
the defective heart action, leading to the 
insufficient supply of 
blood 
to 
tho 


brain, which caused the fainting, was 
due to the effect of tho hyaeinth scent 
on the nerves which regulate the heart's 
action. 


"Heavily scented* flowers," said

physician, 
referring 
to 
this 
case, 


"should never be . kept in 
any living 


room which is not well ventilated. The 
heavy feeling which too many flowers in 
a cloee room arc apt to give is due to a 
slightly depressant action on tho heart, 
Jf the heart is weak, or 'nervous,' and 
the perfume is sufficiently concentrated, 
the, heart beat may be so impaired as to 
cause a prolonged fainting fit.

Believe More Territory. .'Should Be 


Taken in Project. 


From forty to fifty prominent farmers 


from the towns of Norway, Dover and 
Rochester, came to the city this morning, 
to be present at the -hearing in the mat- 
ter of the-application.for the,.opening of 
the Norway and Dover canal, set for 10 
o'clock in the circuit court' r.oom. .Owing 
to circumstances the ' hearing., was ad- 
journed to May 4. The farmers and 
property owners held an informal meet- 
ing after adjournment and discussed the 
proposed improvement. 
A great many 


objections'to the canal were filed and the 
residents of Rochester opposed the im- 
provement on the whole. 
In their re- 


monstrance they object to the entire pro- 
ceeding, especially the taking out of or 
interfering with the Rochester dam. Mrs. 
Russell and her daughter, who own the 
dam, and were given .$15,000 benefits by 
the commissioners, are among the oppo- 
nents, not favoring any part of the dam 
being interfered with. 


They further object on the ground that 


the moving party was deprived of its 
day in court and its right to hearing on 
petitions; that the laws under which the 
present report is filed and all proceed- 
ings thereunder, so far as tncy effect the 
moving party, are unconstitutional and 
void. Many 
others, residents 
of 
the 


towns 
in question, oppose' it on 
the 


grounds that the assessments are not 
equal and that the territory • should b< 
extended.

Tt is' noticed that some of-the protests 


believe that more of the adjacent terri- 
tory should he taken in the project; that 
the entire water shed should be includ- 
ed. If this is done thousands of acre; 
will be included which are now omitted. 
By taking in this water shed they say 
that it will reduce the expenses of build 
ing the canal to a figure that all wil 
be willing to stand for. -However, the 
people in Rochester do not want the 
improvement at all, anyway they refuse 
to stand for the interference with the 
dam. But all of the objections will re 
ceive attention when .the matter'comes 
up on the 4th of May. The plans'of the 
canal as reported by the commissioners, 
have already been published in these col- 
umns. It covers a distance'of- fifty miles 
and is to cost close to $90.000.

CHICAGO, April 6—Mayor "Sherbie" 


Becker of Milwaukee, having hit u()on a, 
new and original system of imparting 
thrills to the rural population of 
Wis- 


consin, has made up his mind to run for 
the 
Republican gubernatorial 
nomina- 


tion. It would be more exact, however, 
to scay that he is going "to fly" for it. 
He believes that a side show is a nec- 
essary adjunct to the up-to-date 
can- 


vass for the elusive rural vote, and tho 
farmers of Wisconsin will be treated to 
the most novel campaigning in its 
his- 


tory if Mayor Becker's plans are carried, 
out. 


Hot air will be an important part o£ 


the "boy mayor's" campaign equipment, 
but it will not be the kind that usually 
is dispensed on such occasions. To put 
the whole matter into a nutshell, Mayor 
Becker has ordered a large balloon, and 
he will tour the northern part of his 
state in the airship. Whenever a town, 
is descried through the binoculars, a lit- 
tle hot air will be let out of the bag, and 
the mayor's party will descend to dis- - 
cuss administrative matters with the 
gaping populace. 


All of his 'speeches will be delivered 


from the basket of the car, twenty feet.. 
above the ground. 


To Start by End of May. 


Mayor Becker has been dallying with 


the idea for about two months, but he 
has been fearful that unpropitious air 
currents might retard his progress. Ee- 
pcrts have assured him now that he will 
meet with few difficulties in that regard. 
A rush order has been given for the car, 
and he expects to start his campaign by, 
the end of May. 


"Yes," he said last night, "it is all true. 


The order for the car has been placed 
and I shall call it the 'Wisconsin.' I will 
make a great portion of the campaign 
in the balloon, accompanied by friends 
and a competent pilot. It is true thaS 
I may be charged with making a bid for 
the sensational, but I am willing to ad- 
mit so soft an impeachment if I can 
cover the ground as rapidly and as con- 
veuiently as I hope to."

AH agree 
that a new. measure to replace 'that 
which the Supreme Court annulled some 
months ago ought to be, enacted at this 
session.

The judiciary committee of tbe House, 


which has a keen scent for unconstitu- 
tional odors, has authorized a favorable 
report upon the Sterling bill,:known in 
the upper'branch of Congress as the La 
Follctte .bill.- The rival' :mcasure 
is 


known as the Knox-Batcs bill, and there 
is a strong probability that the Senate 
lommittec will report that~;proposition. 
In that'cvcnt it will devolve on a con- 
ference committee to construct a sort of

identical in both bills. The Sterling bill 
provides that any carrier engaged in'in-

Neatness That is Dirty.—There is a 


neatness which is not .desirable, and is 
not .clean.

Even if they have 
been worn only a few hours, odors of 
tho body ha.vo been absorbed and should 
bo given an opportunity to evnporate.

At all seasons, but especially now, 


beds should bo stripped of covers every

them from getting musty. This may be 
done early in the morning without off- 
ending the eyes of the neighbors.

He notified the police and the 
life saving crew was • called and recovered 
tho body in a short time. • 
ilr. Murphy was about the city during 


the afternoon and walked to the State 
street bridge. Leaning on the north rail 
of tho structure he saw John Black and 
other men in a boat, at the north end 
of the protection, and they were fishing 
with a. dip net. 


Opening the trap door in the. north 


sidewalk, Mr. Murphy started down tho 
ladder, no 'doubt intending to go over to 
the boat. Reaching the .bottom of the 
ladder he fell in some manner, struck his 
face on a timber and rolled 
into 
the 


water. 


Boy Ran to Police Office. 


. Yoachim,. the boy, happened to be near 


by and saw the man fall. He made an 
effort to call Black and other men near 
by, but did not make them hear and he 
then started on a dead run for the police 
office, burst into the room and informed 
Desk Sergeant Harms of the fact that a 
man had tumbled into the river and 
drowned. 
Without delay, the sergeant 


notified the life saving crew and Andrew 
Hanson and others hurried to. the scene 
in a surf boat and found the body. 


It was laid on the bridge protection 


and every means known was applied to 
resuscitate the man, but after an hour's 
work it was given up and the body was 
taken to the undertaking parlors of Bay- 
ennann and Krug, by order of Coroner 
Jonas Hoyle, who was on hand early. 


Lived With Widowed ' Mother.

ies. This the American fashion, who will 
then proceed to seek the adoption of 
some-plan that may result in another 
commission which shall b« supposed to 
*iik«' measures to adopt some definite 
\JAjv to-prevent the further contamina- 
tion of the waters of the great lakes. 


Under'the modern plan largely adopt- 


ed in our own state municipalities are 
prevented from now taking things in 
their own- hands as regards service cor- 
porations and things, so that even if it 
wis. desired to adopt settling reservoirs 
or other clearing duvi<:es, it could not bo 
done- without co-operation between city 
nnd water works. Hut this pure water 
commission it is supposed, will resort 
to some method that will work upon 
both lines, that of securing the purest 
possible water from the lakes, and use 
of settling basins, and as to preventing 
communities 
from pouring out 
their 


sewers into the lakes. 


There is something revolting when one 


thinks of it, to go to any of the cities 
on the lake shore, and notice the sew- 
ers, pouring their filth in the waters of 
the lakes, and as well inland communi- 
ties pouring their sewer filth in the 
flowing rivers. Then to imagine not a 
long distance away lays the pipes which 
take in the waters brings them into 
Shore where they pass through, further 
pipes and entering staudpipc or reser- 
voirs wait a few days before entering 
more pipes conveying the water to the 
trusting consumers. 


While the lakes constitute u tremen 


dous body of water, yet after »ll there 
is but little current, and the waters 
cnnnot purify as may the waters of 
rivers. On these one city pours its 
sewerage for the usj of some city some 
miles away and for these it is claimed 
running water purifies itself every four- 
teen miles or so, and possibly it docs to 
some degree, lake water, however, dons 
not do this to any such extent and 
though Qf enormous volume every year, 
the sewerage must more and move di- 
lute the lake waters with the land mi- 
crobes and poisonous things. Think of 
several sewers for instance in our own 
city emptying their contents, a few in 
the river, "a few in the Inke, tliough for 
that matter it doesn't make the faint- 
est difference, and then the inlet pipe

It is likely W. J. Bryan

Would Bryan for-instance use that 
judgment in suspending tariff rates Sen- 
ator La toilette of course pre-supposcs 
any president would? 


But'perhaps there is another way to 


get about this, arid enable-, the two sen- 
ators and the representatives to get to- 
gct.her and agree upon some one tariff 
revision, for it is quite certain if sena- 
tors are to be obstinate and each insist 
'ihey alone are'right',' then there will be 
no revision measure now,-and. even des- 
pite the recent interest taken by the 
president, no one may even guess. 


But the present tariff ingenuously pro- 


vides for several thing* -It ingenuously 
provides 
for 
drawbacks, 
a 
grafting 


scheme' enabling great corporations to 
use ns a, weapon as with the tinplate 
corporation, in which to. secure a, big 
contract it was compelled to reduce 
American labor. None of that again. 
Then there is the scheme by which the 
octopus gets full protection and yot by 
terms there is no duty on oil. But there 
is, for it -is provided when a. country 
doe's levy a duty against American oil, 
then whack comes in this country and 
levies an equal duty on oil against the 
offending country. 
So beyond any ques- 


tion the oil owners of the country, the 
famous octopus, are protected by pre- 
cisely the duty any foreign government 
may" levy upon its exports. Now then, 
if the present tariff can so perform why 
cannot the ingenuous Bcveridgc, the 
shrewd La Toilette get together and 
agree upon a tariff revision commission 
measure. If they will, with the present 
position of the president favoring revis- 
ion, and being known not to be opposed 
to commissions, there may be such a law 
passed at this present session. Can one 
senator bring himself to consent to con- 
suiting with others, at least those in 
the same faith? 


One other point differed on of impor- 


tance i'i that of the commission in fix- 
ing the tariff schedules. Two or three 
of the bills for revision do not provide 
for this, but only for the gathering of 
information and then the submission to 
congress.

As to this tariff revision unless' there 


is some uniformity ,of ideas it is going

If Messrs. Bevcridge, La Follette nnd

THEALDRICH MKASCBE 


The Aldrich financial bill is now be- 


fore the house for final Disposal with the 
prospects of it passing substantially as 
it.has the senate. There is no pretense 
this serves as a high up financ.ia.1 meas- 
ure ;ind none that ns amended it will 
meet with the cheors of the higher bank- 
ing circles in the east, but it has no- 
bank asset features and all currency is- 
sued under it must be secured by bonds, 
railroads eliminated, and this currency 
is to be taxed 'at hulf a per cent a 
month'; and'deposits will be taxed not 
less than one per cent. 


The amount of additional currency the 


bill allows is $500,000,000 and this must 
be secured by bond deposits. Thn retir- 
ing of this note circulation as under- 
stood does not conflict with present laws, 
the issues under it being held to be on 
a different basis. One feature of th'u law 
is that requiring banks outside the ro- 
serve centers now compelled to keep a 
reserve of fifteen per cent, to keep four- 
fifths of this reserve in their own vaults. 
This may consist of 
securities 
under 


section two of the act, 'to on amount 
equal to one-third of that required to be 
kept in their o,wn vaults. This is the 
Johnson amendment. The Allison am- 
•cndmcnt 'provides deposits under tho sec- 
tion of retired notes, other than United 
States bonds, shall not be covered into 
the treasury, but retained for the pur- 
pose of redemption of notes of banks 
making such deposits.

JOHM PETERSON, WIFE AND

Awakening from a sound sleep short- 


ly after 10 o'clock last night, Mrs. John 
Peterson, who, with her husband and 
five children live on the Isaac Hanson 
farm, located in the town of Mt. Pleas- 
ant, south of the Racine 
County 
In- 


pane Asylum, discovered the house in 
flames, having apparently started in the 
back part. A fifty mile gale was blow- 
ing from the west nnd the weather was 
titter cold. 
Tho fire had gained such 


headway that it was not possible to 
MVC anything. 
Mrs. 
Hanson 
quickly 


aroused her husband and they worked 
Jiard to save their children, the youngest 
being four years of age and the oldest 
fifteen. 
They were however, in deep 


slumber and it was hard to awaken the 
younger ones, the oldest being able to 
take car* of themselves. It was neces- 
«ary for Mr. Peterson to rush into the 
room of his little son Henry, which, was 
« mass of flames. 


Both Were Burned. 


The fire, fanned by the 
high 
wind, 


swept toward Mm, but he got the boy 
and staggered out into the open 
air, 


•while Mrs. Peterson had 
rescued 
two 


others. In getting out Mr.'Peterson was 
seriously burned on the hands, face and 
back of the neck and his hair singed. 
Honry was also burned on the feet and 
his hair singed, but the injuries arc only 
slight. Not a single one of the family 
was able to get on a particle of clothing, 
their feet being bare. They took refuge 
in the barn and the children covered 
themselves with blankets, -but the whole 
family of seven 
suffered 
considerable 


from the biting cold, as the wind was 
fierce and the temperature had fallen at 
least fifteen degrees during the early 
part of the night. 


Farmers to Rescue. 


Mr. G. J/Hedke, next neighbor to Mr. 


Peterson, was one of the first to discov- 
er the fire and his family believed the 
•whole Peterson family had perished in 
th* flames, for they could not see a sin- 
gle soul around the fire. He hurried 
over to the scene of conflagration and 
soon found Mr. Peterson and family hud- 
dled in the barn, safe, but two of them 
burned and suffering from exposure. Ar- 
rangement were at once made and all 
were removed to the home of Mr. Hedfce, 
where they were made as comfortable as 
possible. One of the farmers who came 
to the.fire pulled off a-pair of overalls 
and loaned them to Mr. Peterson, while 
another gave him a coat und he was 
thus able to stay around. 


They Lost Everything. 


Mr. Peterson and his family lost ev- 


erything they bad in tho world, not a 
dtitoh of cfJtbinjj or a piece of furniture 
being naved. Today Mi'. Hedkc and fam- 
ily have worked hard to get clothing 
for the wife nnd children, so that they 
may go oat. 
The furniture loss will 


amount to $-500 or SGOO and there is a 
partial insurance. The destroyed house 
is estimated to have been valued at $1.- 
000, owned by Isaac Hanson of this city 
and it wits insured. Mr. Peterson stated 
when interviewed, that ho did not know 
how the fire started, but was of the 
opinion that it caught from a defective 
flue. Everything was all righi when he 
nnd Mrs. Peterson retired and when she 
awakened the dwelling was a mass of 
flames and he considers all were lucky 
in escaping with their lives. 


Wind Saved Barn. 


The direction of the wind blew the 


flames and amoko over the street across 
the anylum farm fields and away from 
the barns. 
Although the buildings bo- 


^ 
came warm at times, a score of farmers 
who had gathered, watched things care- 
fully 
and Mopped 
the 
flames 
from 


spreading. 
The Hedke property would 


also havo been in danger, if the wind 
ww in another direction. 
When the 


fire first broke out a telephone message 
came to the city that it was the farn 
house of DeGroat Bull, on Pleasant View 
farm ,and a request was made that the 
fire department be sent out, but this 
was impossible and the mistake about 
the buildings burned was corrected. As 
ihe Pleasant View farm is the home of 
Jay Eye See, the famous little trotting 
gelding, unusuc' interest was taken in 
the1 report. 


Is a Poor Man. 


Mr. Peterson, who with his family 


had a miraculous escape from being cre- 
mated arid lost everything he owns in 
the world, is a poor man and the fire 
leaves him in very stringent circumstan- 
ces. Here is an opportunity for chari- 
table people to assist in clothing him 
und his family and rendering other as- 
sislnnco until he can get upon his feet 
again. • Ho and bis family are thankful 
to the Hcdke family nnd also the far- 
mers in the community 
who 
showed 


them every kindness and consideration 
end care during the conflagration.

The alleged explosions at the home of 


Mr. and Mrs. Louis Mertens on North 
Chatham streets arc still as great a 
mystery us they were .at the beginning 
when they were thoroughly investigated 
by the police who then believed that 
actual explosions took place. Now the 
•officers believe that no .explosions have 
taken-place for the .'reason that they 
have been unable to learn a single defin- 
ite thing in connection with the reports. 
No person other than the occupants of 
the house claim to have heard the explo- 
sions or smelted the odor which is alleg- 
ed to have filled the house and caused 
Mrs. Mertens to become ill. The police 
have been at the home repeatedly and 
they have been unable to unravel the 
mvstery, finally putting the case down 
as one'not to be solved. They arrived 
,-vt this opinion after numerous investi- 
gations and finding that no. damage, wns 
ever done, there not being even a. trace 
of powder or other substance on ths 
floor. 


Have Abandoned Their Home. 


There have been fully a dozen of the 


alleged explosions reported to the offi- 
cers ,and each time a man was sent to 
investigate. While the police laugh at 
the story, the occupants of the house 
are taking the matter seriously and on

They have been unable to 
smell anything either, which makes the 
case much more mystifying. It is be- 
lieved that if any explosive was placed 
in the rooms and discharged there would 
ie some marks on the floor..but there 
has been no such marks found. 


Story of Mr. Mertens. 


Mr.'Meretns has told his story to the 


police time and again, telling it tho name 
way. 
He says that there is a email 


opening under all the doors of the house 
and that it appears as though the ex- 
plosive is placed in that opening.

great wave of heat appears to come from 
under the doors and fills .tho- entire 
room. . There is an odor such as made 
by burning sulphur, aud in ihe case of 
Mrs. Mertens, it always makes her sick 
and throws her into .a state of collapse.

this is ignited the hot air and odor fol- 
lowing the explosion enters

for methods by which tobacco may be 
made harmless. The process in. one case 
consists in soaking the "fillers" of cigars 
in. a tluid extract of pine needles, the 
nicotine having been previously carried 
off by. exposing the material to alcohol 
vapor.. In this way the cigars arc not 
only rendered innocuous, but 
acquire 


what many persons consider to be a most 
desirable aromatic fragrance. 
. A patented substitute for plug tobacco 
consists of sassafras bark, gentian root, 
and prickly ash bark, with -extract of 
licorice for a "binder." It is recommend-

GRAFT SKIN ON HIS HEEL. 


Watertow Man is the Subject of Unusual 


Operation. . 


WATERTOWN, Wi?., April 
2.—An 


operation of skin grafting was perform- 
ed on Herbert 
Kuehnemann at 
St. 


Gary's hospital. About eleven years ago 
while jumping on the cars he was in- 
lured. Ordinary skin grafting was tried 
without success as the'skin thus applied 
would in time give way to the heavy 
pressure on the foot. The new operation 
insisted of cutting away all the skin 
on the heel until a healthy portion of 
the foot was exposed. A portion of the 
thigh of the other leg was then cut and 
the skin flapped back and the heel of the 
foot placed against the skin flap and 
eewed up. A plaster cast was then made 
which, will hold the foot in place for 
twelve days. The flap on the leg will 
then be cut off and the wound on the 
leg will be grafted with fresh skin.

..In certain attempts of ;'state rights" 
men of the.old school to explain previous 
decisions of Judge Jonca, a southerner, 
IDcmocrat nnd ex-confederate soldier, it 
was said that he was by nature a strong 
partisan, and that having become a loy- 
al unionist, he was inclined to be as ex- 
treme a federalist as he once was a state 
rights man.

Work for. the Unemployed in Canada. 
From the Interior: The larger cities 


of Canada, like those of the states, havo 
had'unusually' large colonies of unem- 
ployed to cave for this winter, but the 
prospects for the approaching outdoor 
working season arc far from unencour- 
aging. Over J0,000 men, it is said, will 
be employed upon railroad' construction 
alone. The Grand Trunk Pacific west of 
Winnipeg will caJl for 14,000; and con- 
tractors estimate their needs at 35.000, 
while the transcontinental railway com- 
missioner will construct four sections ia 
New 
Brunswick and Ontario covering 


365 miles. The number of immigrants 
into the Dominion last year increased. 
61,664, 
with an aggregate of 277,376, 


though the incomers from the Unitfld 
States—56.551—were 7,231 fewer than in 
1906. Many of these are probably count- 
ed, among the idle, but those who were 
fitted for agriculture have generally far- 
ed better. Some of th* farmers in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan were «o unfor- 
tunate with their crop* that the govern- 
ment has tn-arged to offer them a $1,- 
850,000 loan at Sy, per cent'for the pur- 
chase of sceti grain.'. But thn area affect- 
ed is tomparatively small, and in gener- 
al the farming situation in good, whil» 
the coming demands for labor -will tak» 
care of the unemployed-
